An Act to preserve, propagate, distribute, and protect 
the wild game, wild birds, wild fowl of the State, 
to provide adequate penalties for the unlawful tak: 
ing, slaughter, storage, sale, purchase or shipment 
thereof, to provide for the appointment of Deputy 
Game Commissioners and fixing their salaries, to 
define the duties. and powers of the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commissioner and his deputies; to fix the 
venue of prosecution under this Act; to provide for 
the issuance of Hunting Licenses and prescribe pen- 
alties for hunting without a license; to declare: that 
certain moneys shall belong to Special Game Fund of 
the State, and the disposition to be made of said 
moneys, and to repeal all laws in conflict herewith; 
and declaring an emergency. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Texas: 


Section 1. All the wild animals, wild birds, wild 
fowl within the borders of this State are hereby 
declared to be the property of the people of the State. 

Sec. 2. Wild turkeys, wild ducks, wild geese, wild 
grouse, wild brant, wild sandhill cranes, wild prairie 
chickens or pinnated grouse, wild pheasants, wild 
partridges, and wild quail of all varieties, wild doves 
of all varieties, wild pigeons of all varieties, wild snipe 
of all varieties,. wild shore birds, wild robins, and wild 
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Mexican pheasants, known as “chachalaca,” and wild. 
plover are hereby declared to be the game birds, within 
the meaning of this Act. 

Sec. 3. Any person who shall sell, or any person who 
shall buy or any person who shall have in his or her 
possession for purpose of sale, or any person who shall 
have in his possession after purchase has been made 
either by himself or others, any of the birds or fowls 
enumerated and set forth in Section 2 of this Act, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined 
in a sum of not less than ten ($10.00) nor more than 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars, and the sale or purchase, 
or the possession of each bird after a purchase and 
sale shall be a separate offense. 

Sec. 4. It is hereby declared to be unlawful for any 
person or agent, representative or manager for any firm 
or corporation, to have in his possession as the property 
of such firm or corporation presented by him, more than 
- seventy-five fowl or birds enumerated in Section 2 of 
this Act, and any person having such birds or fowl in 
possession as interdicted or set forth shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction shall be 
fined in a sum of not less than fifty dollars ($50.00) 
nor more than two hundred dollars ($200.00) and the 
possession of each bird or fowl over the number of 
seventy-five shall be deemed a separate offense. 

Sec. 5. The open season for killing wild turkeys 
shall be during the months of November and Decem- 
ber, provided that it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to kill wild turkey hen, or to kill more than 
three wild turkey gobblers during any one year and 
any person violating the provisions of this section 
of the law shall on conviction be fined not less than 
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ten dollars ($10.00) and not more than one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) and each wild turkey gobbler killed 
above the prescribed number of three shall be a 
separate offense. 

Note: The open season for killing wild turkeys in 
the counties of Gillespie and Kendall shall be for the 
months of March and April. See Chapter 35, Acts 
of the First Called Session of the Thirty-seventh Leg- 
islature. 

There is a closed season on turkeys in the counties of 

Cameron, Hidalgo, Willacy, Kenedy, Starr, Brooks, 
Jim Hogg and McMullen until November Ty 1926-See 
Chapter 31, Acts of the First Called Session of the 
Thirty-seventh Legislature. 
_ See. 6. The open season for killing quail and Mexican 
pheasants, known as enachalaca, shall be during the 
months of December and January of each year, pro- 
vided, that it shall be unlawful to kill more than the 
bag limit of fifteen of these game birds in one day, 
each variety of these shall be considered in making 
up the limit. 

Sec. 7. The open season for killing wild doves 
shall be the months of September, October, November 
and until the 15th day of December of each year; pro- 
vided, it shall be unlawful for any person to kill more 
than the bag limit of fifteen wild doves in any one 
day. 

Sec. 8. ‘Lhe open season for killing wild ducks of 
any kind, wild brant, wild geese, wild sandhill cranes, 
wild plovers, wild curlew, wild snipe of all kinds and 
wild shore birds shall be between October 16th and 
January 31st, both days inclusive; provided, that it 
shall be unlawful to kill more than the bag limit of 
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twenty-five in any one day of wild ducks of all kinds, 
wild plovers, wild curlew, wild snipe of all kinds, and 
wild shore birds, or the bag limit of eight in any one 
day of each of the species of wild geese, wild brant, and 
wild sandhill cranes; provided, further, that the agegre- 
gate of twenty-five of all the above species of birds 
shall be the bag limit for any one day. Provided fur- 
ther, that it shall be unlawful to kill any wild wood 
duck, for a period of five years from the date of the 
enactment of this law. 

Sec. 9. It shall be unlawful to kill or take any of 
the birds or fowls enumerated in Section 2 of this Act, 
except during the open season as fixed by this Act for 
each kind of birds or fowl, and if any person shall kill, 
take or have in his possession, any of the birds or 
fowls enumerated and named in Section 2 of this Act, 
at any time of the year, except during the open season 
as provided for in this Act, he shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and on conviction he shall be fined in a 
sum not less than ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than 
one hundred dollars ($100.00). 

See. 10. If any person shall kill or have in his pos- 
session any more than the bag limit as set out in this 
Act, except as hereinafter provided for shipping pur- 
poses, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction shall be fined not less than ten dollars 
($10.00) nor more than one hundred dollars ($100.00). 

Sec. 11. The term “closed season” shall mean the 
period of time in which it is unlawful to kill or take 
any of the game, animals, birds and fowl enumerated 
in this Act; and the term “open season” shall mean 
the period of time in which it is lawful to take and 
kill such game, animals, birds and fowl, and the term 
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“bag limit” shall mean the number of wild animals, 
birds and fowl permitted to be killed in one day during 
the open season for such game, birds, animals and fowl. 

See. 12. It shall be unlawful for any person to kill, 
take or have in his possession within the period of five 
years from the passage of this Act any wild woodcock, 
wild wood-duck, or wild prairie chicken or wild pheas- 
ant (except chacalaca) or pinnated grouse, and any 
person so killing or having in his possession any wild 
woodcock or wild wood-duck or wild prairie chicken or 
wild pheasant (except chacalaca) or pinnated grouse, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on con- 
viction shall be fined not less than ten dollars ($10.00) 
nor more than one hundred dollars ($100.00). 

See. 13. The possession, or the sale, or the purchase, 
or the possession after a sale, or the possession for the 
purpose of sale, of any fowl or bird or game quadruped 
as interdicted by this Act, shall apply to any bird or 
quadruped coming from without the State, and in pros 
ecutions for violations of this Act, it shall be no de- 
fense that such bird or quadruped was not taken or 
killed within this State. 

Sec. 14. It shall be unlawful to bring into this State 
for any purpose whatever, during the closed season, 
either alive or dead any kind of wild game birds or 
fowl or quadrupeds enumerated in this Act, or to bring 
into this State for sale or exchange or barter or ship- 
ment for sale any such birds or quadrupeds or fowls 
during the open season as set out in tuis Act except as 
provided in Section 39 of this Act. Any person bring- 
ing such game birds or fowls or quadrupeds into the 
State during the season or bringing such game birds or 
fowls or quadrupeds for sale or barter or shipment for 
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sale during the open season, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be fined in a 
sum of not less than ten dollars ($10.00) nor more 
than two hundred dollars ($200.00). The bringing in 
of each game bird or fowl or animal or quadruped here- 
in interdicted is hereby declared to be a separate of- 
fense. (As amended at Second Called Session, 36th 
Legislature, 1919, Chapter 72, Page 187.) 

See. 15. It shall be unlawful to kill wild ducks, 
geese, brant or sandhill cranes by any means other than 
the ordinary gun, capable of being held to and shot 
from the shoulder, and any person taking ducks or 
geese, or brant or sandhill cranes by snares, deadfalls, 
pens or other trap devices, or who shall kill ducks or 
geese or brant or sandhill cranes by means other than 
that of the ordinary gun capable of being held to the 
shoulder, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, on 
conviction shall be fined not less than ten dollars 
($10.00), nor more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
and the killing or taking of each duck or goose shall 
be deemed a separate offense. 

Sec. 16. It shall be unlawful to kill or shoot at 
any duck or geese or brant or sandhill cranes between 
sunset and one-half hour before sunrise in any county 
of the State, and any person shooting at or killing any 
duck or geese or brant or sandhill crane between sun- 
set and one-half hour before sunrise in any county 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on con- 
viction shall be fined not less than ten dollars ($10.00) 
nor more than one hundred dollars ($100.00). 

Sec. 17. It shall be unlawful for any person to de- 
stroy or take the eggs of any bird which is protected 
against being killed or taken by this statute, except 
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as provided for in Section 39 of this Act, and any per- 
son destroying or taking such eggs shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be 
fined not less than ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than 
one hundred dollars ($100.00). (As amended at Second 
Called Session, 36th Legislature, 1919, Chapter 72, 
Page 187.) 

See. 18. It shall be unlawful, without first obtaining 
from the Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner in writ- 
ing, for any person to net, trap, ensnare or otherwise 
take any birds mentioned in Section 2 of this Act and 
any person who sets a net or traps or other device for 
taking such birds, or snares or takes by such devices 
such birds mentioned, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and on conviction shall be fined in a sum of 
not less than ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00). 

Sec. 19. It shall be unlawful for any person to hire 
or employ any other person by the payment of money, 
or any other thing of value or by promise of the pay- 
ment of money or any other thing of value or to re- 
ceive money or any other thing of value to hunt for 
any other person. And any person so hiring or employ- 
ing any other person to hunt any wild birds mentioned 
in Section 2 and wild animal mentioned in Section 
29 of this Act, for himself, or any person receiving any 
money or any other thing of value or the promise of 
money or any other thing of value to hunt shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction 
shall be fined in a sum of not less than fifty dollars 
($50.00) nor more than one hundred dollars ($100.00). 
Provided that if any person who has received money 
or other thing of value to hunt or a promise of money 
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or other thing of value to hunt shall testify against 
the person or persons employing him by the payment 
or the promise of payment of money or other thing of 
value to hunt, all prosecutions against him in the case 
in which he testified shall be dismissed. (As amended 
at Second Called Session, 36th Legislature, 1919, Chap. 
72, Page 187.) 

Sec. 20. Any person shall have the right to ship or 
carry to and from a taxidermist for mounting purposes 
any specimen or part of specimen of any quadruped or 
wild animal or wild game bird or fowl killed by him 
or any bird, or fowl or animal protected by the laws 
of the State. But before such shipment to or from 
such taxidermist is made, he must furnish the agent 
of the transportation company an affidavit which must 
be approved by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sioner or by some one of his deputies, in which he shall 
declare that he killed such specimen, and that he sends 
it to a taxidermist, naming him and his place of wusi- 
ness, and that he is not preserving such specimen for 
sale. And-any person shipping such specimen without 
making such affidavit and furnishing it to the agent of 
the transportation company, and any agent of a trans- 
portation company receiving such specimen without 
such affidavit, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and on conviction shall be fined in a sum of not less 
than ten nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 21. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to 
prohibit the carrying, transportation or shipment of 
any of the game, birds, or wild fowl mentioned in Sec- 
tion ] of this Act, when lawfully taken or killed from 
the place of shipment to the home of the person who 
killed the same; provided further, that the person de- 
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siring to ship or transport said game, birds or fowl 
shall first make the following affidavit in writing be- 
fore some officer authorized by law to administer oaths 
and deliver same to said railroad or common earrier, or 
to the agent of said railroad or common carrier, at the . 
point of shipment, and upon filing the affidavit, such 
parties shall be permitted to transport or transmit to 
his home any wild game birds, when such number is 
permitted to be killed of the kind offered for shipment.

Sec. 22. The list thus prepared by the affiant shall 
be attached to the shipment, and shall not be re- 
moved during the period of transportation. If such. 
game shipped is carried by the person killing it, it shall 
not be necessary to attach the list as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. Any person who so ships any game from the 
county in which it is killed without making the fore- 
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going affidavit, any agent or transportation line or 
agent of any express company, who received such ship- 
ment without it is accompanied by such affidavit, and 
list attached or any auditor or conductor or other per- 
son in charge of any railroad train or transportation 
line, who knowingly permits any person to carry any 
game birds or game fowl or game wild animals or 
quadrupeds, without such affidavit is made as hereinbe- 
fore provided, shall be punished by fine of not less than 
ten dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars. And all 
express agents and all conductors and auditors of trains 
and all captains of boats licensed under Section 28 of 
this Act are hereby empowered to administer oaths 
necessary to the shipment of game, and for administer- 
ing such oaths, they are hereby authorized to collect 
twenty-five cents from the persons making such oaths. 
It shall not be unlawful to ship or bring any wild game 
animals or wild game birds from the Republic of Mexico 
to the State, at any season and in any quantities, 
provided that the party bringing the same into the 
State shall procure from the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commissioner or one of his deputies, a permit to bring 
same into the State and shall procure from the U. S. 
Custom Officer at the port of entry a certificate showing 
that such game was taken or killed in the Republic of 
Mexico, and provided further, that such party comply 
with the provisions of Section 21, regulating the ship- 
ment and sale of such wild game, birds and animals. 
(As amended at Second Called Session, 36th Legisla- 
ture, 1919, Chapter 72, Page 187.) 

Sec. 23. Any person who shall hunt under the license 
issued to any other person, or any person who shall 
permit any other person to hunt under a license issued 
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to him shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on 
conviction shall be fined in a sum of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 24. Whenever any wild birds, or fowl, or wild 
animals, or quadrupeds are destroying crops, the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commissioner is hereby authorized to 
permit the killing of such wild birds, or fowl, or wild 
animals or quadrupeds without reference to the open 
or closed season and bag limit, or without reference 
to night shooting, but before such permission shall be 
granted, the Commissioner aforesaid shall be furnished 
a statement of facts sworn to by the party seeking 
such permit, with the endorsement of the county judge, 
to the fact that such crops are being destroyed and 
can only be preserved by the grant of such permit to 
kill such wild birds, wild fowl, wild animals or wild 
quadrupeds. Such permit, when issued, shall distinctly 
state the time for which it is granted. 

Sec. 25. It shall be unlawful to take or destroy any 
nest or eggs of any wild birds or fowl mentioned in this 
Act as a game wild bird or wild fowl except as pro- 
vided for in Section 39 of this Act, and any person tak- 
ing or destroying a nest of eggs of such wild birds shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction 
shall be fined in a sum of not less than ten nor more 
than one hundred dollars. (As amended at Second 
Called Session, 36th Legislature, 1919, Chapter 72, 
Page 187.) 

Sec. 26. All wild birds, wild fowl, wild animals or 
wild quadrupeds which have been killed or taken in any 
way or shipped, or which have been held in storage or 
have been found in restaurants contrary to the laws 
of this State, shall be seized without warning by the 


Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner, or his deputy, 
and disposed of by the order of the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commissioner or by his deputy by donating 
same to charitable institutions or to needy widows and 
orphans, if such birds, fowl, and animal mentioned are 
required to be placed in cold storage, such birds or 
animals shall be placed in a bill of cost against the 
defendant, or person from whom they were taken on 
his conviction. And the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
missioner or any of his deputies, shall have the right to 
search the game bag or any other receptacle of any 
kind whenever such Commissioner or his deputy has 
reason to suspect that such game bag, or other recep- 
tacle or any buggy, wagon, automobile or other vehicle 
may contain game unlawfully killed or taken, and any 
person who refuses to stop such vehicle, when re- 
quested to do so by the Commissioner or his deputy, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on con- 
viction shall be fined not less than ten dollars, nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 27. If any person shall wilfully kill or injure, 
or if any person shall take or destroy the nests or eggs 
of any mocking bird, night-hawk (known as the bull 
bat), blue bird, red bird, finch, thrush, linnet, wren, 
martin, robin, swallow, cat-bird, nonpareil, or scissor- 
tail, white or brown heron or sparrow hawk, he shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction he 
shall be fined not less than ten ($10.00) dollars nor 
more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars. 

Sec. 28. It is hereby declared unlawful for any 
person owning or navigating any sail or power boat to 
receive on board of such boat for pay or hire any per- 
sons engaged in hunting before such persons navigat- 
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ing or owning such boat shall have applied for and 
received a license from the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
missioner granting him the right to receive and carry 
parties engaged in hunting for one year. Before such 
license is issued, the person applying for it shall pay to 
the Commissioner two ($2.00) dollars and shall file 
with such Commissioner the name of his vessel, her 
motive power, the power of her engine or motors, her 
accommodations, for passengers, the number of her 
crew, the price to be charged per diem for the hire of 
such boat and shall file with the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commissioner an affidavit that he will not violate any 
of the provisions of this Act. And will endeavor to 
prevent any one whom he carried on his boat from 
violating any of the provisions of this Act, and that 
he will not carry on his boat any hunter without 
his hunting license, and that on his return from carry- 
ing out any hunting party, he will file with said Com- 
missioner a statement embracing the names of those 
he carried out, their residences, and the number of 
game killed by each of them on each day, and the 
disposition of such game. It shall be the duty of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner if he grants the 
license, to furnish the person licensed with a condensed 
statement of birds or fowl, or animals which can be 
killed together with the statement of the open and 
closed seasons, which the owner of such license shall 
post in the cabin of his boat, or in or on some other 
prominent part of his boat for the whole term of his li- 
cense. The Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner is em- 
powered to enforce the provisions of this section of the 
cancellation of the license without a refund “or return. of 
the license, tax paid, and no license shall be renewed or 
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issued him thereafter whenever any boat owner or navi- 
gator refuses or fails to comply with the provisions of 
this section. Any person who carries out any hunting 
parties for reward or hire of any kind without procur- 
ing his license as provided for in this Act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be fined not less than ten ($10.00) dollars nor 
more than two hundred ($200.00) dollars. (As amend- 
ed at Second Called Session, 36th rie aea 1919, 
Chapter 72, Page 187.) 

Sec. 29. All the wild deer, wild antelope, wild Rocky 
Mountain Sheep and wild squirrel of this State are 
hereby declared the property of the people of the State. 
It shall be unlawful for any person to hunt or kill any 
wild deer, except in the months of November and De- 
cember and any person hunting or killing a deer at any 
other time of the year shall be deemed guilty cf a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less 
than ten ($10.00) dollars nor more than one hundred 
($100.00) dollars. 

Sec. 30. Any person who shall hunt or kill any deer 
between sunset and one-half tour before sunrise, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon ec.nvic- 
tion shall be fined in the sum of not less than ten 
dollars, nor more than two hundred doliars. 

See. 31. Jt shall further be unlawful for any person 
at any tine oi the year to hunt deer or other game 
mentioned in this Act by the aid of what is commonly 
known as Hunting Lamps, or Lanterns or any other 
light used for the purpose of hunting at night and any 
person violating any provision of this article shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be fined in a sum of not less than fifty ($50.00) 
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dollars nor more than two hundred ($200.00) dollars, 
or by imprisonment of not less than thirty nor more 
than ninety days or both by fine and imprisonment. 
(As amended at Second Called Session, 36th Legisla- 
ture, 1919, Chapter 72, Page 187.) 

See. 3la. It shall be unlawful for any person to kill 
more than three buck deer in.any one season, said 
season being November and December of each year, and 
any person killing more than that number shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction shall 
be fined not less than ten ($10.00) dollars nor more 
than one hundred ($100.00) dollars. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person at any season of the year to 
kill, take, trap or ensnare any wild female deer or 
spotted fawn within this State, and any person violat- 
ing the provisions of this Article shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined 
not less than ten ($10.00) dollars nor more than one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars. 

Sec. 3lb. It shall be unlawful to ship any deer or 
any part thereof by common carrier without the person 
shipping shall make the affidavit prescribed in Section 
21 of this Act, and any person shipping or receiving for 
shipment as the agent for any transportation company, 
any deer, or any part thereof shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined in 
a sum not less than ten ($10.00) dollars nor more than 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars, and any transportation 
company carrying such deer or any part thereof without 
the affidavit set forth in Section 21, or the owner of 
any boat or vessel or the incorporation owning any 
such vessel or boat transporting such deer, or any part 
thereof, shall on conviction be fined not less than one 
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hundred ($100.00) dollars, nor more than eight hun- 
dred ($800.00) dollars. And to recover this penalty the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner is required, 
through any county or district attorney or the Attorney 
General, to bring suit against such transportation com- 
pany, owner of the boat, or the incorporation or firm 
owning such boat for the recovery of same. And the 
venue for the trial shall be either in any county of this 
State in which the transportation company operates or 
in Travis County, Texas. 

Sec. 32. It shall further be unlawful for any person, 
at any time of the year, within this State to use a 
deer call, whistle, decoy, call pipe, reed or other devices, 
mechanical or natural, for the purpose of calling or 
attracting the attention of any deer except by rattling 
of deer horns and any person hunting deer by such 
means or attempting to use any such means in hunting 
deer, as herein provided, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than one hundred ($100.00) dollars or 
more than five hundred ($500.00) dollars or by im- 
prisonment of not less than twenty nor more than 
ninety days, or both by said fine and imprisonment and 
each and every unlawful act shall constitute a separate 
offense. 

Sec. 83. Any person who shall kill or take or have 
in his possession any wild antelope, or Rocky Mountain 
Sheep within five years from the passage of this Act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on con- 
viction shall be fined in a sum of not less than fifty 
($50.00) dollars nor more than five hundred ($500.00) 
dollars. 

Sec. 34. All money collected from the fines, penalties, 
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forfeitures of bonds for violating the Game Law of this 
State, and all moneys collected for hunting licenses and 
hunting boat licenses, shall belong to the special game 
fund of this State and shall be paid over by the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commissioner to the Treasurer of the 
State, during the first week of each month and shall be 
credited to such Special Game Fund, and such fund 
shall be expended in the enforcement of the Game Laws 
by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner, their 
necessary expenses, and the purchase and supply of 
means to enable such Commissioner and Deputies to 
enforce such laws, and all such expenditures shall be 
verified by the affidavit of the Deputy Game Com- 
missioner to the Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner 
and on the approval of such expenditures by the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commissioner it shall be the duty of 
the Comptroller of the State to draw his warrant on 
the Treasurer of the State for the amount of such 
expenditures in favor of the person claiming the same, 
to be paid out of the special game fund. 

Sec. 35. At no time shall any warrant be issued 
or payment made for the enforcement of the Game 
Law, employment of Deputy Game Commissioner, or 
the furnishing of means to enforce such laws, or for 
the conservation or propagation of game of any kind 
except on and from the special game fund herein pro- 
vided for, and if at the end of each year there remains 
an unexpended balance in such fund the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commissioner is required to expend such 
sums of such balance in the introduction, propagation 
and distribution in the State of wild game birds and 
wild game animals and quadrupeds, and in the collec- 
tion of dressed and mounted specimens of the wild birds 
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and wild animals of Texas. (As amended at Second 
Called Session, 36th Legislature, 1919, Chapter 72, 
Page 187.) 

Sec. 36. All Deputy Game Commissioners are here- 
by required to enforce the Game, Fish and Oyster Laws 
of this State, and any such deputy who violates such 
laws shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined in a sum of not less than one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars nor more than two hundred 
($200.00) dollars. : 

Sec. 37. Any person who shall buy any game bird 
or animals, the sale of which is prohibited by this Act, 
for the purpose of establishing testimony, shall not be 
prosecuted for such purpose. 

Sec. 38. The possession of any wild game bird or 
any wild game fowl, or any wild game animal men- 
tioned in this Act, during the time when killing or 
taking it is prohibited, either dead or alive, shall be 
prima facie evidence of the guilt of the person in 
possession, charged with having killed or taken such 
bird or animal during the time when killing or taking 
is prohibited by law. 

Sec. 39. Provided, nothing in the law shall prevent 
the capture of wild birds or wild fowl or wild animals 
or wild quadrupeds for zoological gardens or parks or 
for propagation purposes, of taking of eggs of wild 
birds, and wild fowl for scientific purposes, public 
museums, but before any birds, fowl, animals, quad- 
rupeds or eggs are taken, permission from the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commissioner must be secured for the 
person desiring to secure them, making an application 
for the same with an affidavit, setting forth what 
birds, fowls, eggs, animals and quadrupeds and the 
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number that he desires, and the purposes for which he 
desires them. And if any person desires to bring into 
this State any wild birds or wild animals, he shall ap- 
ply to the Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner for 
permission to do so attaching to such application an af- 
fidavit of the number and kinds of birds or animals 
desired to be introduced and the Game, Fish and Oys- 
ter Commissioner can refuse the application in either 
case if in his judgment such application is not satis- 
factory. And if any person shall violate any provision 
of this Act, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemean- 
or and on conviction shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten ($10.00) dollars, nor more than one hun- 
dred ($100.00) dollars. The Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commissioner shall at all times have the power to take, 
keep and transport to and within the State any of the 
wild birds, wild fowl, eggs thereof, and wild animals 
for the purpose of propagation, investigation and distri- 
bution. 

Sec. 40. It shall be the duty of the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commissioner to appoint Special Game Com- 
missioners, who shall be ex-officio Deputy Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commissioner with all the powers of the 
latter to enforce the Game, Fish and Oyster Laws of 
this State. Such special Game Commissioner shall not 
receive more than one hundred and twenty-five ($125) 
dollars per month, and expenses, each to be paid out of 
the Special Game Fund on approval of the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commissioner. Such Deputy Commissioner 
shall take the oath of office and shall give a good and 
sufficient bond in the sum of one thousand ($1,000.00) 
dollars, for the faithful performance of his duties. 
Such Special Deputy Game Commissioners shall hold 
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their office at the discretion of the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commissioner and have all the power in the dis- 
charge of their duties as are conferred on the Game, 
Fish and Oyster Commissioner. (As amended at Second 
Called Session, 36th Legislature, 1919, Chapter 72, 
Page 187.) 

Sec. 41... The Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner 
shall also have power to appoint Deputy Game Commis- 
sioners in several counties of the State, who shall have 
the same power and authority as herein provided for 
the Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner and shall be - 
subject to the supervision and control of and removal 
by the said Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner. Such 
Deputy Game Commissioner shall receive three ($3.00) 
dollars per day for each day’s service performed and 
all necessary expenses incurred, on sworn account when 
ordered to perform said services by the Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commissioner or his Chief Deputy, which ac- 
count shall be approved by the Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commissioner and paid out of the game fund in the 
State Treasury on warrant drawn by the State Comp- 
troller. Such Deputy Game Commissioner may be ex- 
officio Fish and Oyster Commissioner whenever the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner shall so designate 
them. 

Sec. 42. It shall be unlawful for any citizen of this 
State to hunt outside of the county of his residence 
with a gun without first having procured from the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner or one of his 
deputies or from the County Clerk of the county in 
which he resides a license to hunt, and for which he 
shall pay to the officer from whom he secures such 
license the sum of two ($2.00) dollars; fifteen cents 
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of which amount shall be retained by said officer as his 
fee for collecting. Any person hunting any game or 
birds protected by the laws of the State, and who shall 
refuse to show his license herein provided for to any 
sheriff, deputy sheriff, constable, Game Commissioner, 
or Deputy Game Commissioner on demand shall be 
deemed guilty of a violation of the provisions of this 
law, and any person violating any of the provisions of 
this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be fined in a sum of not less 
than ten ($10.00) dollars nor more than one hundred 
($100.00) dollars. 

Sec. 43. It shall be unlawful for any non-resident 
of this State or alien to hunt in this State without first 
having secured from the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
missioner, or his deputy, or county clerk, a license to 
hunt for which he shall pay the sum of fifteen ($15.00) 
dollars; three dollars of which amount shall be retained 
by said officer as his fee for collecting, and if any non- 
resident of this State or alien shall hunt in this State 
without securing a license as provided he shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be fined in a sum of not less than ten ($10.00) 
dollars nor more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars. 

Sec. 44. All hunting licenses issued shall have 
printed on their backs the bag limit set forth in this 
Act, they shall have printed across their face the year 
for which they are issued; they shall bear the name and 
residence of the person to whom they are issued and 
shall give the probable weight, height, age, color of 
hair and eyes of such person, and shall have printed 
on them a statement to be subscribed in ink by the 
person to whom it is issued, that he will not exceed in 


any one day the bag limit as set forth in the license. 
Such license shall be dated on the day of issuance, and 
shall remain in effect, until the first day of September 
thereafter and shall entitle the holder thereof to the 
right to hunt in any county in this State. 

Sec. 45. All game birds, ducks, geese, brant and 
other water fowl! and all animals named in this Act, as 
subject to its provisions may be possessed during the 
open season prescribed therefor, and for an additional 
ten days after such open season is closed, and it shall 
be unlawful after such ten days to place in storage or 
to keep in storage any wild game birds or wild animals 
or parts thereof, named in this Act, and any person 
owning or claiming such birds or animals or parts 
thereof after such ten days, or any person storing such 
birds or animals for such claimant to owner, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be 
fined in a sum of not less than ten ($10.00) dollars nor 
more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars for each game 
bird, duck, goose, or brant or for such game animal or 
part of such animal as has been so stored. 

Sec. 46. In the prosecution for violation of the game 
laws any justice court or county court of a county in 
which a violation occurs shall have jurisdiction for 
trial of such prosecution. 

Sec. 47. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
herewith be and the same are hereby repealed and Sec- 
tion 3, of Chapter 8, of the General Laws of the State 
of Texas passed by the Third Called Session of the 
Thirty-fifth Legislature, be, and the same is hereby 
repealed. — 

The above and foregoing laws were passed at the 
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Regular and Special Called Sessions of the Thirty- 
skth Legislature. 

Art. 4027. County Clerk to Keep Record.—The 
county clerk shall keep a complete and correct record 
of hunting licenses issued, showing the name and 
place of residence of each licensee, and the serial num- 
ber\and date of the license so issued, in a book to be 
furnished by the Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner ; 
which record shall be kept in his office and be open 
to the inspection of the public at all times during 
office hours. Said books and license stubs and unused 
licenses \shall always be open to inspection of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner or his deputies. 
[Acts 1907, p. 256. Id.] (Acts 1909, 2nd S. S., p. 456.) 

Art. 4029. Commissioner to Enforce Laws for 
Protection, Etc., of Wild Game, Etc., Bring Action, 
Etc., for Fines, Etc., Powers.—It is hereby made a 
special duty of the Game, Fish and Oyster Commis- 
sioner to enforce the statutes of this State for the pro- 
tection and preservation of wild game and wild birds 
and to bring, or cause to be brought, actions and pro- 
ceedings in the name of the State of Texas to recover 
any and all fines and penalties provided for in the laws 
now in force, or that may hereafter be enacted, relat- 
ing to wild game and wild birds. Said Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commissioner may make complaint and cause 
proceedings to be commenced against any person for 
violation of any of the laws for the protection and 
propagation of game or birds, without the sanction of 
the county attorney of the county in which such pro- 
ceedings are commenced; and in such case he shall not 
be required to furnish security for costs. [Acts 1907, 
p. 254.] 
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Art. 4030. Power to Seize Birds and Animals, 
When; Disposition Of.—The Game, Fish and Oyster 
Commissioner shall, at any and all times, seize end 
take possession of all birds and animals that have been 
caught, taken or killed, or had in possession or under 
control, or have been shipped contrary to any of the 
laws of this State, and such seizure may be made with- 
out a warrant. All birds or animals seized by the 
Commissioner shall be disposed of in such manner. as 
may be directed by any court having competent Jjuris- 
diction to hear and determine cases for violation of the 
game and bird laws of this State. [Id.] 

Art. 4031. Commissioner to Keep Record; to Con- 
tain What.—It shall be the duty of the Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commissioner to keep in his office, in the 
capitol of this State, a well bound book in which he 
shall keep a complete list of the licenses issued, fines 
collected and a statement of all prosecutions instituted 
for violation of the game, fish and oyster laws, and 
the result of same. Said records shall be kept open for 
the inspection of the Comptroller and the public. [Acts 
1907, p: 256, > Acts 1909.25 5. 5., paapin| 

Art. 4032. Monthly Report by Commissioner.— 
The Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner, at the close 
of each calendar month, shall file with the Comptroller 
a report in writing and detail, stating the service 
performed by him during the last preceding month, 
including a detailed statement of the suits commenced 
at his instance and the disposition made of same, all 
fines, licenses and other fees collected, their disposi- 
tion, and any other particulars he may deem proper. 
[Acts 1907, p. 255. Acts 1909, 2 S. S., p. 455.] 

Art. 4033. Commissioner May Appoint Chief Dep- 
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uty; Office in Capitol; Oath; Duties—The Game, Fish 
and Oyster Commissioner shall have power to appoint 
a chief deputy, who shall maintain an office in the 
capitol of the State; said chief deputy shall take the 
constitutional oath of office and shall act as general 
assistant to said Game, Fish and Oyster Commissioner, 
and, during the absence, sickness or disability of the 
Commissioner, he shall exercise the duties of said Com- 
missioner. Said chief deputy shall devote his entire 
time to the work of his office. [Acts 1907, p. 255.] 

Art. 4034. Bond of Chief Deputy.—The chief dep- 
uty game, fish and oyster commissioner shall, before 
assuming the duties of his office, file with the Secretary 
of State a good and sufficient bond in the sum of five 
thousand dollars for the faithful performance of the 
duties of his office. [Id., p. 256.] 

Art. 4041. Chief Deputy to Furnish Blank Hunt- 
ing Licenses to County Clerk; Accounts.—It shall be 
the duty of the chief deputy game, fish and oyster 
commissioner to prepare and furnish to each county 
clerk blank hunting licenses with stubs attached, num- 
bered serially. Said chief deputy shall open an account 
with each county clerk and charge him with the num- 
ber of licenses furnished said clerk. Said account shall 
show the serial number of such licenses. [Acts 1909, 
27S. 5. p. 406, Sec, 10.) 

Art. 4042. Commissioner and Deputies Made Fire 
Commissioners; Deputies——-The Game, Fish and Oys- 
ter Commissioner and his deputies appointed under 
the provisions of this chapter are hereby made fire com- 
missioners, and it shall be their duty, in addition to 
their duties provided for in this chapter, to caution 
sportsmen or other persons, while in the woods or 
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marshes or prairies, of the danger from fire, and to 
extinguish all fires left burning by any one, to the 
extent of their power, and to give notice to any and 
all parties interested, when possible, of fires raging 
and beyond their control, to the end that same may be 
controlled and extinguished. [Acts 1907, p. 257, 
Sec. 12.] 

Art. 871. Conviction May Be Had on Unsupported 
Testimony of Accomplice—Any court, officer or tri- 
bunal having jurisdiction of the offense set forth in this 
chapter, or any district or county attorney, may sub- 
poena persons and compel their attendance as witnesses 
to testify as to violations of any of the provisions of 
this law; and any person so summoned and examined 
shall not be liable to prosecution for any of the viola- 
tions of this law about which he may testify; and a 
conviction for said offense may be had upon the unsup- 
ported evidence of an accomplice or participant. [P.C.] 

Art. 879. Unlawful to Kill or Have in Possession 
Any Wild Bird But Game Bird as Defined.—It shall 
be unlawful for any person in the State of Texas to 
kill, catch or have in his or her possession, living or 
dead, any wild bird, other than a game bird, or to pur- 
chase, to offer or expose for sale, transport or ship 
within or without the State, any such wild bird after it 
has been killed or caught except as permitted by this 
law; and no part of the plumage, skin or body of any 
bird protected by this article shall be sold or had in 
possession for sale. For the purposes of this article, the 
following only, shall be considered game birds: Wild 
turkey, wild ducks, wild geese, wild grouse, wild prairie 
chicken (pinnated grouse), wild Mongolian or English 
pheasants, wild quail or partridges, wild doves, wild 
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pigeons, wild plover, wild snipe, wild jacksnipe, wild 
curlews, wild robins and wild Mexican pheasants or 
chacalaca. [P. C.] 

Art. 893. Domestic Birds Excepted.—Nothing in 
this chapter shall prevent the keeping of any bird in a 
cage as a domestic pet; provided, that such bird shall 
not be sold or exchanged or offered for sale or exchange 
or transported out of the State; provided, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to prohibit the sale 
or shipment of canary birds or parrots. [P. C.] 

Art. 882. Sell, Purchase or Offer for Sale Game or 
Game Birds, Penalty—Whoever shall sell or offer for 
sale, have in his or her possession, for the purpose of 
sale, or whoever shall purchase or have in his posses- 
sion after purchase, any wild deer, wild antelope, or 
wild ®ocky Mountain sheep, killed in this State, or the 
earcass thereof, or the hide thereof, or the antlers 
thereof; or whoever shall sell or offer for sale, or have in 
his possession for the purpose of sale, or whoever shall 
purchase or have in his possession after purchase, 
any of the game or game birds mentioned in Article 
879, killed or taken within this State, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be fined in any sum not less than ten nor more 
than one hundred dollars. [P. C.] 

Constitutional Law. This statute is held constitu- 
tional. Ex parte Blardone, 55 T. Cr. R., 189, 116 S. W. 
R., 1199. And the legislative power has the right to 
decree that the citizen shall be restricted in the 
slaughter of game, and inhibited from the sale of game 
slaughtered under that restriction. 

Art. 888. (519) Killing of Certain Other Birds 
or Fowls Prohibited—If any person shall wilfully kill 


any seagull, tern, shear-water, egret, heron or pelican, 
or shall wilfully take from their nests, or in any man- 
ner destroy, any egg or eggs of any seagull, tern, shear- 
water, egret, heron or pelican, he shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than five nor more 
than twenty-five dollars; provided, that the killing of 
any of the birds above enumerated, or taking of their 
eges with intent to preserve the same for scientific 
purposes, shall not be construed to be a violation of 
this .act.. «2: °C.) 

Art. 897. Has Power of Sheriff, May Arrest 
Without Warrant.—Said Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
missioner shall have the same power and authority to 
serve criminal process as sheriffs, and shall have the 
same power as sheriffs to require aid in executing such 
process. . 

Said Commissioner may arrest without warrant any 
person found by him in the act of violating any of the 
laws for the protection or propagation of game or wild 
birds, and take such person forthwith before a magis- 
trate having jurisdiction. Such arrests may be made 
on Sunday, and in which case the person arrested shall 
be taken before a magistrate having jurisdiction, and 
proceeded against as soon as may be, on a week day 
following the arrest. [P. C.] 
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CHAPTER 8. 


Section 1. That from and after the passage of this 
Act, it shall be unlawful for any person to kill any 
wild turkey, in the counties of Angelina, Cherokee, 
Hardin, Liberty, Nacogdoches, Dallas, Rockwall, Tyler, 
Jefferson, Orange, Jasper and Newton, during the 
months of May, June, July, August, September, Oc- 
tober, November, December, January and February of 
each year. And it shall be unlawful for any person to 
kill more than two wild turkeys during the months of 
March and April of each.year in the counties named in 
this section. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to kill 
any squirrel in the counties of Angelina, Cherokee, 
Hardin, Liberty, Nacogdoches, Dallas, Rockwall, Tyler, 
Jefferson, Orange, Jasper, and Newton during the 
months of January, February, March, April, May, 
June and July of each year, and it shall be unlawful 
for any person to kill more than five squirrels in any 
one day in any of said counties during the months of 
August, September, October, November and December 
of each year. 

See. 4. Any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of Sections 1, 2 and 3 of this Act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be fined in any sum not exceeding fifty ($50.09) 
dollars. 

Section 3 related to fur-bearing animals and was 
repealed by the Thirty-sixth Legislature. [Acts 35th 
Legislature, Third Called Session, General and Special 
Laws, 1917, Chapter 8, Page 59.] 
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SPECIAL LAW FOR CALDWELL COUNTY. 


Section 1. That it shall hereafter be unlawful for 
any person to set any trap, snare or device for the 
purpose of catching, snaring, or trapping any fox, mink 
or raccoon in the county of Caldwell, or to catch, take 
or kill any such animal by any trap, snare or device 
whatsoever, in said Caldwell county for a period of ten 
years from the taking effect of this Act. 

Sec. 2. That it shall hereafter be unlawful for any 
person to shoot any fox, or destroy the den of young 
* fox in the county of Caldwell. 

See. 3. That the provisions of this bill shall not 
prohibit the setting of such trap, snare or device, in or 
about the dwelling place, barn or outhouses connected 
with or adjacent thereto, or within one hundred yards 
of such premises. 

Sec. 4. That any person violating Sections 1 and 2 
of this law shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than twenty- 
five ($25.00) dollars nor more than one hundred 
($100.00) dollars. 

The above law became effective June 21, 1917. [Acts 
of 35th Legislature, Regular Session, Chapter 151, 
Page 620.] 


SPECIAL GAME LAW FOR SMITH COUNTY. 


Section 1. From and after the taking effect of this 
Act it shall be unlawful for any person to kill any 
squirrels, wild ducks or quail in Smith County, Texas, 
on land not his own, or on land in the legal possession 
of another as his lessee or tenant; provided, however, 
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any person may kill squirrel, wild ducks, or quail on 
his own land, or on land in his possession as lessee or 
tenant between December 1 of each year and February 
1 of the following year. And provided further, that 
it shall not be lawful for any person to give any other 
person permission to hunt and kill squirrels, ducks or 
quail on his lands, or on lands which he occupies as a 
tenant or lessee; and such permission so granted shall 
be no defense in prosecutions for violating the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of Section 1 of this Act, shall be deemed guilty 

of a misdemeanor and on conviction thereof may be 
_ punished in any sum not less than ten dollars and not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall be in full force and effect 
from and after June 1, 1913. [Acts of 1913, 33rd Leg- 
islature, Regular Session, Chapter 145, Page 57.] 


SPECIAL GAME LAW FOR FAYETTE COUNTY. 


Section 1. It shall hereafter be unlawful for any 
person or persons to hunt and kill doves and quail in 
Fayette county from January Ist to November 30th 
of each year. 

Sec. 2. Any person violating this Act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be 
fined in any sum not less than five ($5.00) dollars nor 
more than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars. [Acts 1921, 
37th Legislature, Regular Session, Chapter 85, Page 
261.] 
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CLOSED SEASON ON CERTAIN GAME—WITH 
EXCEPTIONS. 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
kill, wound, shoot at, take, or have in’ possession, with- 
in the period of five years from and after the passage 
of this Act, any antelope, mountain sheep, wild pheas- 
ant, wild woodcock, wild wood-duck, or wild prairie 
chicken; provided, however, that it shall be lawful to 
kill wild prairie chicken in the counties of Gray, 
Wheeler, Hemphill and Lipscomb, during the first ten 
days of September of any year, but not more than five 
(5) of such wild prairie chickens shall be killed by any 
one person in any one day, nor shall more than fifteen 
(15) of such wild prairie chickens be killed by any 
one person during the first ten days of September of 
any one year. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall be fined in any 
sum of not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) nor 
more than two hundred dollars ($200.00). 

Sec. 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
herewith be and the same are hereby repealed. [Chap- 
ter 11, Acts 38th Legislature, 1923, Third Called Ses- 
sion. ] 





Art. 4013. Fines Distributed, How.—Of all fines col- 
lected for infraction of the fish and oyster laws, ten 
per cent. shall go to the prosecuting attorney and the 
residue shall go to the fish and oyster fund of the 
State. (Acts 33rd Legislature, 1918, Regular Ses- 
sion, Chap. 146, Page 297.) 
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SAND, SHELL AND GRAVEL. 


Sec. 8. If any person, association of persons, corpo- 
rate or otherwise, shall, for himself or itself or for or 
on behalf or under the direction of another person, as- 
sociation of persons, corporate or otherwise, take or 
carry away, any marl, sand or shells or mudshell or 
gravel included in this Act, or shall disturb any of said 
marl, sand, shells or mudshell or gravel or oyster beds 
or fishing waters or shall operate in or upon any of 
said places for any purpose other than that necessary 
or incident to navigation or dredging under State or 
Federal authority, without first having obtained a 
written permit from the Game, Fish and Oyster Com- 
missioner for the territory in which such operation is 
carried on, such person, association of persons, corpo- 
rate or otherwise, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction, shall be fined in a sum 
of money not less than ten dollars nor more than two 
hundred dollars; and each day’s operation shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. (Second Called Session, 
36th Legislature, Chap. 74, Page 215. P. C. 923n). 


WILD GAME—PROHIBITING HUNTING OF BY 
AIRPLANE, ETC. 


Section 1. It is hereby declared unlawful for any 
person, at any time and in any manner, to hunt, take, 
capture, or kill, or attempt to hunt, take, capture, or 
kill any of the wild game birds, wild game fowl or 
wild game animals protected by the laws of this State, 
from an airplane, a powerboat, a sailboat, any boat 
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under sail, or any floating device towed by powerboat 
or sailboat. Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be fined in a sum 
of not less than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars nor more 
than two hundred ($200.00) dollars. [38th Legislature, 
Regular Session, 1923, Chapter 84, Page 176.] 





SPECIAL LAW FOR GRAYSON COUNTY—DOVES 
AND QUAIL. 


Section 1. It shall hereafter be unlawful for the 
period of three years, for any person or persons to 
hunt or kill any wild quail or partridge of any variety 
or wild dove, in Grayson County. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall have in his possession 
during this closed season of three years from and 
after the passage of this Act, any dead or wounded 
wild quail or partridge of any variety, or wild dove 
in the county of Grayson, in violation of the provisions 
of this Act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof may be punished by a fine 
of not less than ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than 
one hundred dollars ($100.00). 

Sec. 3. On conviction under the provisions of this 
Act, five dollars ($5.00) shall be charged as costs for 
the payment of fee of such amount to the person or 
persons securing such conviction. 

Sec. 4. In case any section or part of any section of 
this Act shall be declared unconstitutional, the re- 
mainder of such Act shall remain in full force and 
effect. [38th Legislature, Regular Session, 1923, Chap- 
ter 94, Page 191.] 
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SPECIAL LAW FOR LAMPASAS COUNTY—BLUE 
QUAIL OR SCALED QUAIL. 


Section 1. It shall hereafter be unlawful for the 
period of three years beginning with December 1, 1922, 
for any person or persons to hunt and kill blue quail, 
sometimes known as scaled quail, in Lampasas County. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall have in his possession 
during this closed season of three years any wounded 
or dead blue or scaled quail, or who shall hunt or kill 
said quail in violation of the provisions of this Act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof may be punished by a fine of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars. 

See. 3. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act are repealed in so far as 
the same affects Lampasas County. [38th Legislature, 
Regular Session, 1923, Chapter 95, Page 192.] 


SPECIAL LAW FOR BOSQUE COUNTY—DEER. 


Section 1. It shall hereafter be unlawful for any 
person to hunt, trap, ensnare or kill any wild deer, 
buck, doe or fawn within the limits of Bosque County, 
State of Texas, for a period of five years from and 
after the passage of this Act. 

Sec. 2. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon a conviction thereof shall be fined in any 
sum not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars. 

See. 3. The fact that there is no adequate law exist- 
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ing for the protection of wild deer in said Bosque 
County, creates an emergency requiring the suspension 
of the constitutional rule requiring bills to be read 
on three several days be suspended and this Act be in 
force and effect from and after its passage and it is 
so enacted. [38th Legislature, Regular Session, 1923, 
Chapter 60, Page 115.] 





SEASON AND BAG LIMIT WITH SYNOPSIS AND 
CO-ORDINATION OF STATE AND FEDERAL 
LAWS 


You must not kill, catch, possess, or ship, at any time 
during the year, antelope, mountain sheep, woodcock, 
wood duck, egret or other plume bird, non-game water- 
fowl, songbird, insectivorous bird, pheasant, turkey hen, 
doe deer or spotted fawn. 

You must not hunt from motorboat, sailboat, air- 
plane, or boat under tow; and must not hunt at night 
with any sort of light or lantern. 

You must not buy or sell (or barter) any game bird 
or animal. 

You may kill at any time, in any numbers, English 
spdrrows, ricebirds and blackbirds, buzzards, crows, 
owls, hawks (except sparrow hawk), and rabbits. Also 
the following game:

North Zone, north and west of I. & G. N. and T. P.

Doves, September 1 to December 15. Closed in Gray- 
son County.

16 to January 15. 

South Zone, south and east of I. & G. N. and T. P. 
railroads running from Laredo to San Antonio to Aus- 
tin to Longview to Texarkana. 

Doves, November 1 to December 15. 

Ducks, Geese, Brant, Wilson or Jack Snipe, November 
1 to January 31. 

Deer, November 1 to December 31. Closed in Bosque 
County. 

Quail and Chachalaca, December 1 to January 31. 
Closed on quail in Grayson County and on blue quail 
in Lampasas County. 

Quail and Dove, Fayette County, open season is month 
of December. 

Plover, October 16 to December 15. Federal closed 
season on upland plover. 

Squirrel, Angelina, Cherokee, Hardin, Liberty, Nacog- 
doches, Dallas, Rockwall, Tyler, Jefferson, Orange, Jas- 
per, and Newton Counties, August 1 to December 31. 
Wild Turkey, November 1 to December 31. Excep- 
tions, March 1 to April 30, only, in Gillespie and Ken- 
dall Counties in Central Texas; Dallas and Rockwall 
Counties in North Texas; and Cherokee, Nacogdoches, 
Angelina, Tyler, Jasper, Newton, Orange, Jefferson, 
Hardin, and Liberty Counties in East Texas. Closed in 
McMullen, Jim Hogg, Brooks, Kenedy, Willacy, Starr, 
Hidalgo, and Cameron Counties in Lower Rio Grande 
Valley. , 

Prairie Chicken, only in Gray, Wheeler, Hemphill, and 
Lipscomb Counties, September 1 to 10. 
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BAG LIMITS. 


Never more than 25 of all kinds in one day’s bag, and 
never shipping or possessing more than a grand total of 
75 of all kinds. 

Deer, three bucks in one season. 

Quail and Chachalaca, fifteen in one day in open 
season. . 

Wild Turkey, three gobblers in one season. Excep- 
tions, only two in Dallas, Rockwall, Cherokee, Nacog- 
doches, Angelina, Tyler, Jasper, Newton, Orange, Jeffer- 
son, Hardin, and Liberty Counties. 

Doves or Plover, fifteen in any one day. 

Geese and Brant, not more than eight in any one day. 

Ducks and Wilson or Jack Snipe, not more than 
twenty-five in any one day. 

Prairie Chicken, not more than five in any one day, 
and not more than fifteen any one season. 

Squirrels, five in any one day. 
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
